rection. In the Weekly edition the 
whole article will appear properly 
united: 

Every corporation exists by virtue 
of the powers and franchises granted 
to it by the sovereign. When all 
these are withdrawn the corporation 
ceases to live; it is dead for every pur- 
pose, and as; completely as if it had 
never existed. No corporation can 
transfer its powers, or any of them, 
to a persou or to anothercorporation, 
except by a power expressly yviven by , 
the sovereign, or can eyen create an 
agency, unless such power be given 
directly or incidentally.—Pearce v 
Madison R. R. Co., 21 How, 441. 

A corporation, therefore, cannot. 
lease or assign ‘its franchises to an- 
other being, either natural or corpor- 
ate, without permission of its creator; 
and cf course, without express au- 
thority, it cannot, by assignment or 
lease, enlarge its chartered powers, 
If it could do so the sovereigu would 
cease to be ‘its creator, and itself 
would become its own ereator by 
virtue of i-sown will, and in defiance 
ofits creator. 
_ The conclusion, therefore, is irre- 
sistuble that the. lawful lessee of a 
railroad, is the mere tenant of its 
lessor and subjeet to all the terms 
and conditions, implied as weil as 
ex pressed, imposed on thelessor. It is 
simply absurd to maintain that the 
privilege of a corporation to lease its 
franchises can eularge them or free 
the lessee from any responsibility to 
the public imposed by the charter. 

If, therefore, there be any Jegisla- 
tive control over the yauge of a rail-. 
road while it is conducted by the 
original corporators that control 
follows this subject matter wherever 
it may go or exist. . :

Assuming then, that where there 
is no contract between the sovereign 
and a Railroad Company as to the 
width of the gauge, and that the 
company, while unfettered by legis- 
lxtive restraint, may. select its own, 
provided it do not select such an one 
as will endanger human life, the 
question arises, had the Legislature 
the powerat any time thereafter to 
regulate the gauge for the benefit of 
the internal commerce of the State? 
It wi'l be coneeded in such eases, 
Liat, if the gauge has not been adop- 
ted and established, the Legislature 
hiay prescribe it, because when there 
is no stipulation as to the gauge 
there is no contractto be impaired 
by prescribing one. But let us sup- 
pose that Where hnonueis stipulateda 
certain gauge hus been adopted and 
used by the company which is alleg- 
ed to be hostile to the commercial 
interests of the State, it is manifest 
tiatno power oth. t .nthat of the 
Leg.Siature gan deciareit to be so; 
and,in the absence of a special con- 
tract to the contrary, Ll insist that 
that power may prohibit its use, and 
prescribe the use of a different one. 
Such legislative action might seem 
to be a hardshipon the company, as 
no gauge was specified in the charter 
to be adopted by the company. But 
suppose that theeompany under its 
latitude of diseretionary power which 
during its existance had been goy- 
erned and directed by a State directo- 
ry, had estabiisied a gauge with 
which the Legis!ature was satisfied, 
as promotive of the commercial in- 
terest of the State and of which it had 
never complained; and on a sudden, 
that gauge, without the permission 
of, or cousultation with, the Legis- 
ture, or even the State directory, 
should be chanyed, by a lessee of the 
Railroad, tothe great detriment of 
the commercial interest of the State; 
is there any cause on the part of the 
lessee to complain of a hardship im- 
posed by the State, if the Legisiature 
should command the lessee to restore 
the gauge, which the State had re- 
eognizedas satisfactory and benefi- 
cial to its Commerce during its entire 
existence for nearly a third of a cen- 


tury ? 

The question is answered 
ere the tongue can speak it. 
All the legislative regulations 


imposed by the United States, in yvir- 
tue of the powers over national com- 
merce, affect vessels already built, 
equaliy wi'l those thereasier to be 
built. The provisions regalating the 
number of passengers to be carried, 
and the heavy expenses required of 
each vessel for safety or convenience 
of passengers, affected the boats and 
ships already built, as well as those 
to be built. The act of the Legisla- 
ture which gave rise to Lie case of 
State vs. Matthews—was one of very 
creat importance in its day, aud 
clusively illustrates the segislative 
power over the gauges of Raitroad:, 

Fractional paper currency, of ail 

denominations, from o to 50 cents, 
had been issued from the days of the 
Revolution till about 1816. It bad 
little or no value beyond the State. 
In the progress of time it came to be 
regarded as an essential poliey for se- 
curing a speciecirculation, that small 
paper currency should be abolished, 
Under the influence of this policy, | 
the legislative act of 1816, ch. 900, - 
Rev. Code, of 1820, was passed, for- 
bidding the issue of due bills (asmall 
fractional currency) by persons or 
corporations. Just prior to this, to 
wit: in 1814, toe charter ofthe “Bank 
of Cape Fear’? was renewed, and it 
was restricted against issuing bills 
less than one dollar. (This was the 
first restriction on banks.) 
" After that time, from 1830 to 1852, 
there were ehartered and organized 
at various times, fen banks, all of 
which were forbidden by their char- 
ters fo issue biljs less than three col- 
lars, except “the bankof Fayctteville.” 
In the charter of this bank no restric- 
tion was imposed upon the size of its 
bills. It was chartered in 1848, and 
forthwith issued many bilis less than 
three dollars. 

Tn the vear 1856, the Ceneral As- 
semodly enacted that person or 
corporation shall pass or receive as a 
pepresentative of, or @ substitute Jor 
money, any bill of a bank less than 
three dollars; and any person or core 
poration who offend agaist 
this provision shall be deemed yuilty 
of a misdemeanor; Rev. Code, Chap. 
ob, Sec. o. 

The defendant, Matthews, who was 
teller of the bank of Fayetteville, 
Was indicted for passing, in Febru- 
ary 1856, abillof the bank of aicss 
sum than three dollars. 

The defense set up was that the 
bank was endowed by its charter 
with the rigbt so to do; and thata 
part of its contract with the State was 
that it might issue bills ofany sum; 
that this contract could not be im- 
paired by the State through theact of 
1856, and that the act was void as to 
this bank, it haying been chartered 
before its passage, without any limi- 
tation or restriction upon the sum o7 
its bills. 

The regulation of the currency is 
almost as necessary to promote com- 
merce as is the regulation of the spe- 
cific means of its interval transpor- 
tation. Henee, in the great controv- 
ersies upon the constitutional power 
to establish a National Bank, many 
able statesmen mantained that the 
existence of the power was sustained 
by the power to regulate commerce. 
The tuct, however, that a proper reg- 
ulation of (thecurrency is essential to 
the prosperity of commerce, in- 
ternai as Wellas eXterpval,will be con- 
ceded by every statesman; and would 
be very unwise for the sovereign to 
part With the power over either. 

The policy of the State, in regard 
to the injurious effects of fractional 
paper currency, was firm and inflex- 
ible at the passage of the charter of 
“the bank of Fayetteville.’’ Hence 
in order to sustain this policy, the 
settled rule of coustruing strictiy the 
grants of sovereigns lo corporations 
became manifest in expounding this 
charter. 

In the absence of all restriction on 
the size of the notes allowedto be 
issued by a bank, this bank possessed 
the power to issue bills of any sum, 
and this was the more evident, be- 
cause in allthe preceding and suc- 
ceeding charters, (nine in number,) 
the size Was expressly restricted. A 
similar instance of construction ex- 
ists in the regulation of foreign com- 
merce, and commerce between the 
States as grarted by the Federal con- 
stitution, when Congress omitted to 
assert control over its waters. 

In the case State vs. Matthews ante, 
Chief Justice Pearson, in delivering 
his able and elaborate opinion, says: 
‘* Is authority to issue small notes 
conferred by the charter, as a part of 
the essence of the contract, with the 
intention to putit beyond the control 
of all future legislation ? or, is it con- 
ferred asa mere incident, with the 
intention that it should be subject to 
such limitation as the Legisiature 
might at any time thereafter deem 
expedient to make for the purpose of 
regulating the currency of the State? 
This is a mere question of coustruc- 
tion and a plain statement seems ef- 
ficient to dispose of it. Wath the ex- 
ception of the powers surrendered to_ 


| the United States, each State is abso- 


litely sovereign. With the excen- 


| tion of the restraints imposed by the 


Constitution of the State and the 
Bill of Ri; hts, all legislative power 
is vested in the General Assembly. 
It is consequently unreasonable to 
suppose that the General Assem- 
bly, admitting it has the power, 
would alien or surrender and 
makesubject to any individual or cor- 
poration, a portion of its severeignty, 
and thereby disqualify itself from 
doing that for which these ample 
powers are conferred on it. As is 
said in MeRae vs. W. & R. R. Co., 2, 
fred 18¢,"*we should hesitate long be- 
fore bringing our minds to the con- 
c Usion that it was the intention o! the 
Legislature to take from iiself the 
powerot doing that for which all 
governments are organized—promo- 
ung the general welfare, by adop- 
ting such measures asa vew stute of 
things might wake necessary for the 
benefit of the public; in other words, 
itis unreasonable to suppose an in- 
tention to surrender the means by 
which it may thereafter be able to 
effect the purpose tor which it was 
erected and formed into a yovern- 
ment.’’ It follows, that to establish 
a contract on the part of the Legis- 
lature to relinquish any oft its powers, 
plain and unequivocal words must be 
used. For instance, if its charter 
authorizes a bank to lend money, 
and is silent as to the rate of interest, 
the general law will fix it; andshould 
the Legislature afterwards make 
the rate lower, the corporation as 
well as individuals will be bound. 
So, if a Railroad Company is authori- 
zed to carry passengers and freight, 
the Legislature may afterwards regu- 
late the speed at which the cars shall 
run, ormay make it unlawful to car- 
ry guupower on the same train with 


passenger cars; the sovereign 
being presumed to reserve to 
itselt the regulation of all 


such matters, in the absenceof an 
express contract tothe contrary. In 
looking over the statute by which 
this bank is incorporated, we find 
authority to issue notes given in gen- 
eral terms; and although it may be 
inferred that it wasthen the policy, 
or rather that there was no purpose 
uot to allow the issuing of small notes 
at that time, yet there is nothing 
which can be fairly construed asa 
contract on the part of the State not 
to change the policy, and afterwards 
proulibit their issue and circulation. 
‘here is no pledge to this effect. 
Nothing is said about the size of the 
notes to be issued. Thereare,in this 
respect, no words but those of ordie 
nary legislation subject to be 
fied at any time that it might be 
deemed expedient. There are no 
words of eoutract used, and, in fact, 
no words which, by the utmost in- 
genuity and straining, can be made 
to imply aecontract on the part of the 
Leyisiature that it will not at any fu- 
ture time regulate the currency, so 
as to prohibit the issuing and circus 
lation of small notes. The persons 
who subscribed for stock in this bank 
had no right to suppose that the Le; « 
istature had tied its hands in this 
particular.’’ 

‘he conclusiveness of this Case, 
upon the point in questi n, is clearly 
suownu bysubstituting the char- 
ter of the N.C. R. Co, iti the place 
ot the charter of the Bunk of fay- 
etteville. opinion wiil then liter- 
ally read thus: the charter ot the 
N.C. Raiiroad Company we find au- 
thority given in genral terms to build 
a Railroad,and cars, and to doall oth- 
er things necessary to transport 
freight and passengers, and although 
it may be inferred that there was no 
purpose not toallow any gauge which 
night be adopted at that time,” yet 
there is nothing which can be fairly 
construed as a contract on the partof 
the State not to change the policy and 
afterwards prohivit a gauge wholly 
in conflict with the interests of the 


State. There is no pledge to this ef- 
fect. Nothing Is said about the gauge 


to be used. There are in this respect 
no words but those of ordinary legis- 
latien, subjeet to be modified at any 
time that it might be deemed expe- 
dient. There are no words of con- 
tract used.”’ 

The weil and long established rule 
of strictly construing the grants of 
franchises, so far as such grants may 
affect the intention of States and the 
federal govornment conferring 
their powers on corporations, may be 
stated in the following language: 
“Ae ation can exercise NO pols 
ers except those expressly conferred 
upon it, or which are incident to its 
existence,”’

Hence ‘‘a stipulation by the Legis- 
Jature, that no court shall authorize 
another ferry, does not prevent the

| state law taxing the capital stock of 


a bank, does net impair the obliga- 
tion of the contract arising from is 
charter which contains no stipulze 
on the subject of taxation.’— 
Providence Bank v. Billings ante. 


Hence also a state law passed after 
the charter of a bank which imposed 
n> limitation upon the size of the 
bills authorized to be issued, may, 
after acceptance of the charter and 
the issue ofits bills, constitutionally 
restrict the size of i's bills, so as even 
to punish those who ‘‘may pass or 
receive’”’ bills of the forbidden size, 
aithough issued by the bank previous 
to the passage of the law, State v. 
Matthews ante, | 


Perhaps ho better or more forcible 
illustration could be shown, in regar 
toa general permission without a 
grantto that effect, of the right to 
select a particular gauge fora railroad 
where none is prescribed in the char- 
ter, than the Constitutional provision 
in relation to the regulation of com- 
merce as decided in the cases, Still- 
man v Hudson River Bridge Co.; 1 
B’1C. C. 582, 2 Wall. 403. Palmer v 
Coohago Co.; 3 McLean 226. U.S. 
v Kailroad bridge, C McLean 517, 
Woodman v Kelbourn 15, Am. L. R. 
248. Wilson v Blackbird Creek Co. 
2 Pet 245. Cooley v Board of War- 
dens, 12 How. 299. Gilman v Phila- 
delphia, 3 Wall,713. Passaie Bridges, 
ib 872. Gray v Clinton bridge, 16, 
Air L. R. 149. These cases declare 
‘that, although the power of Cuon- 
gress to regulate commerce is para- 
mouut to that of a State to authorize 
ti.e building of a bridge across a nav- 
igable fiver,’’ yet such paramount 
power requires theaetion of Congress 
to bring it into operation, and in the 
absence of the exercise of such power 
the State government may regulate 
the navigation of such streams; but 
so soon as the Federal Government 
assumes jurisdiction that of the State 
nis ullified; so, while, in the absence 
of the State regulation of the gauge, 
a railroad company may use any 
gauge consistent with the safety of 
life and, transportation, when 


the superior Power’ assumes its

jurisdiction over the matter the 
discretion is annulled and controlled. 
The construction of Railroads, their 
cars and their gauge must be control- 
led and regulated by some authority. 
The width of the: gauge, the height 
of the axle, the elevation and height 
ofthe car, are all mathematically 
dependent on each other for perfec- 
tion of the whole and for the safety 
of freight as well as the lives of pas- 
sengers, must be regulated by the 
circle within which should move 
the centre of gravity of the superin- 
cumbent weight. These as also 
the grade of the track, whether they 
affect the safety of life or property 
or the interests of internal conmer- 
ce are subjects of legislative police, 
and are not presuined to be surren- 
dered absolutely to corporations 
Cooley on Const. Lim, 24, ed. chap. 15. 
p. 572, and note. 

Another interesting phase of the 
change of gauge as recently made in 
this State, may present itself in re- 
gard to the power of Congress to 
“regulate commerce amoug_ the 
States,” which I shall not discuss. 
There is no doubt, that the com- 
merece is altogether internal, when 
the navigable waters lie wholly 
within a State; nor that the State in 
such case has supreme jurisdiction 
over this commerce. And there is 
as little doubt, that the commerce 
is notinternal] but is under the con- 
trol of Congress, where the navigable 
waters extend through two 
States. Now, when a_ Railroad 
runsthrough two States with uniform 
gauge which is altogether under the 
control and management of one cor- 
poration, by consentof the two States, 
is or is not this railroad as mucha 
vehicle of commerce between, or (in 
the language of the Constitution) 
‘‘among the States,’’ as if it werea 
navigable water course? And if it 
be, does it pass under thejurisdiction 
of Congress? While I forbear to 
debate the question, I deem it worthy 
of consideration. 

It will be observed, that I have 
said nothing which may call in ques- 
tion the correctness of the recent de- 
cision of the Supreme Court of the 
State, in regard tothe change of the 
gauge ofthe N. C. Railroad. It is 
true, that the gauge of that road was 
not prescribed by the charter, but 
was selected by the directory of the 
company, alarge majority of whom 
were the appointees of the State, and 
had been used without complaint,and 
approved for a period of twenty-five 
years, and was) changed sudenly 
without consulting the Legislature, 
though then in session, or the State 
directory, or any representative auth- 
ority of the State. 

The Court, in its decision, regard- 
ed the width of gauge, unprescribed 
by the charter, as discretionary with 
those who might be intrusted with 
the management and contro] of the 
company’s affairs; just as, in the case 
of Stute v Matthews ante, it regarded 
the directory of the bank, in the ab- 
sence of ali restriction on the size of 
its bills, as empowered to issue bills 
of any and all sums; and also,as in the 
ceses of Gilman v Philadelphia, and 
the Passaic bridges, ante, the Su- 
preme Court of the U.S. regarded the 
regulation of the navigation of that 
part of a navigable river running 
through a State, as under the control 
of the Siate, until Congress assumed 
jurisdiction over the reguiation.,
